Raymond Carlson, editor; R. C.

“* R PEOPLE have pooled their tal- 
ents to produce ‘the latest book on 
a plant group which possesses the most 
bizarre subjects in the whole plant 
kingdom. The Flowering Cactus is one 
of the most impressive books to reach 
the public to date. Within its hard covers 
is found the most complete collection 
of color studies of cactus plants ever 
to appear in a book of this type. 

Ralph C. and Claire Meyer Proctor, 
who make their home in the land of the 
cactus, did all of the color photography. 
For years, this couple has stood out— 
pre-eminent in cactus photography. 
Not only do these photographers go out 
in the field, but they also cultivate many 
of the spiny pets in their yard and 
home. The technical data accompany- 
ing the illustrations is also furnished by 
them. The illustrations alone are worth 
the price. The color photos are en- 
graved on heavy glossy paper which 
aids in bringing out the soft, silky tex- 
ture of the flowers. 

Raymond Carlson did a masterful 
job in editing the book, but then he 
needs no introduction as he has been 
editing Arizona Highways magazine for 
a long time. George M. Avey, art editor 
of the same magazine, made important 
sketches for the book which will help 
the reader to understand these plants. 

The commentary consists of thirteen 
short chapters dealing with the saguaro, 


barrel, cholla, pincushion, fishhook, 
prickly pear, hedgehog, orchid and 


night-blooming cacti, most of which are 
found in the Arizona desert. Other fas- 
cinating out-of-state members are not 
overlooked. There is a chapter on culti- 
vation and a most valuable guide to the 
flowering time of each specific cactus, 
along with a map, which will interest 
both the cactus enthusiast and photog- 
rapher. A chapter on the techniques of 
photographing the cactus is also in- 
cluded which should give the amateur 
photographer a few hints on how best 
to catch the full beauty of each plant 
in its flowering stage.

Report of the Month 


Flower Grower Readers Revisit 


“The Garden I Could Never Forget’ 


Ist AWARD:

THE GARDEN I COULD NEVER FORGET 
is very old and famous. I came to it on 
a spring day and, long before ! reached 
the entrance, I was invited in by the 
pervading sweetness of violets. | opened 
the gate and went inside. The scene 
was quiet and very peaceful. Eight 
ancient olive trees with gnarled trunks 
and gray-green leaves stood basking in 
the warm spring sun. Across the way I 


could see a city with pinnacles and 
spires and a great wall with gates, 
golden against the bright blue sky. The 


city was Jerusalem. The brook, Kedron, 
ran along the foot of the mountain, and 
the garden was Gethsemane. 


The olive trees cast only a little 
shade, and the whole enclosure was 
made into beds of brilliant flowers. All 


was in perfect order: not a weed, not a 
thing out of place. First, I looked for 
the violets, and there they were—-beds 
of them, in full bloom, long-stemmed 
and most sweetly fragrant. Wallflowers, 
also fragrant, were handsome in shades 
of mahogany and scarlet, orange and 
yellow. There were larkspurs and stocks 
in pastel shades. 

Father Eugene, the Irish Franciscan 
who has charge of the garden, is a busy 
executive with offices in Jerusalem and 
many affairs to look after, but he spends 
an hour every morning working in the 
garden with his own hands. I asked 
Father Eugene a few questions about 
matters of interest to gardeners. I 
learned that the mountains of the region 
are composed of limestone and the soil 
is fertile. The climate is mild so that 
vegetation grows all winter, but there 
is sometimes a little snow. Rain falls 
only in winter. 

Fertilizers are brought in via donkey 
back by Bedouins from the hills. This 
plus pigeon manure for the petunias, is 
what Father Eugene uses in the flower 
beds. However, we sometimes forget 
that the word “manure” 
the Latin word for hand, and it origi- 
nally meant “hand cultivation.” Here 
is the clue to the color and fragrance, 
the beauty and charm of this most 
famous of all gardens—the loving care 
given it by devoted hands. Never was 
such care bestowed on a worthier ob- 
ject, for the very atmosphere is charged 
with sacred memories.

ONCE SEEN, A LOVELY GARDEN is 
never forgotten, but the one that left 
its imprint more deeply etched on my 
memory than any other was not meant 
to be seen. It was created for the other 
senses ll, taste, touch and hear- 
ing. It was a garden for the blind. 

Situated in a small, Midwestern city, 
it was cut off from outside noises by 
the house in front and high brick walls 
around the other three sides. English 
ivy traced a delicate design on the house 
walls and low trellises of sweet-scented 
honeysuckle flanked the entrance. 

Looking out over the garden I saw 
a smooth concrete walk leading away 
on both sides to the back. Beds of 
bushes lined the walls on both sides. 
All chosen for their fragrance, texture 
and lack of thorns, several of each va- 





riety were planted together in large 
clumps so that, instead of a mixture of 
perfumes, they were distinctly sepa- 


rated as one walked down the paths. Of 
course, they were not all in bloom at 
the same time. There were lilac, mock- 
orange, viburnum, Carolina allspice, 
and pepper-bush in the background; in 
the foreground, groups of lovely, pink 
spring-flowering daphnes alternated 
with plantings of mid-summer bloomers 
—delicate yellow, lemon-scented day- 
lilies, spicy garden pinks and fragrant, 
white dictamnus. 

On toward the back of the garden on 
the left, where the shadow of the enorm- 
ous locust tree broke intermittently 
through the sunlight, were green tufts 
of iris, completely surrounding a large, 
white, pedestal bird bath with an auto- 
matic fountain spray. 

Directly under the locust tree lay a 
sheltered retreat paved with soft 
bordered along the wall-side were 
the bold leaves of hosta lilies and the 
delicate plumes of ferns. Here there 
were benches and chairs invitingly sur- 
rounded by the depth of quiet, broken 
only by the sound of falling water in 
the fountain and the songs of birds.

A GARDEN THAT LIVES in my memory 
is one I saw only as a little girl 
of about nine. It was during our family 
vacation when we were travelling 


once, 











through the Lincoln country in Illinois. 
One evening after a blisteringly hot day, 
we stopped at a tourist cabin in a small 
town. Across the road was a sunken 
garden planted in an abandoned stone 
quarry. 

I shall never forget the magic of that 
garden, seen in the long lavender dusk 
of a Midwestern summer. As we de- 
scended the steps cut into the tawny 
stone, we passed terraces of tiny, starry 
white rock plants that appeared to grow 
from the very stone—to a child it was 
an Alice-in-Wonderland experience. At 
the bottom, moving in a deeper mauve 
twilight, we walked along well-kept 
paths bordered with old-fashioned 
flowers that all seemed a part of the 
Lincoln legend of the area—white 
petunias, luminous in the _half-light, 
and purple ageratum. 

What made this garden unforget- 
table? Partly a child’s impressionable 
nature; but more important, the feeling 
it had of belonging to the magic and 
nostalgia of the legendary area. It 
seemed to be a part of the Ann Rut- 
ledge tradition in its sweet simplicity. 

Coming from the Lincoln cabins at 
New Salem, on a hot and golden sum- 
mer day, melting into the long, sweet 
evenings that exist only in childhood, 
I moved in magic there. I shall always 
remember this sunken garden, the first 
garden I ever knowingly loved.¢

Compost 


Compost is an excellent source of 
organic matter. If you have a compost 
pile in process of decomposition, dig 
into the interior of the pile now for 
signs of fermentation. More uniform 
decomposition is assured if you turn 
the pile completely over, mixing the 
outside with the interior material.

Grapes are also pruned in a rather 
hazy manner by many gardeners. 
Severe annual pruning is necessary for 
grapes worth harvesting. Last ~ year’s 
canes, no matter how long, should be 
cut back to five buds. This is a gen- 
eral but safe approach, although there 
are slight varietal preferences. For an 
entire plant, from ten to twenty buds 
are all that are needed of the previous 
year’s wood. Old or unthrifty vines 
can be induced to form more new canes 
by removing parts of the old, heavy 
wood known as “arms.” It matters little 
where they are cut.

Seed Orders 


Get underway with your seed order- 
ing this month. Estimate the quantity 
you will need, being careful not to 
over-order vegetable seed. Some cata- 
logs carry tables giving the quantity 
needed per running foot of row. Seeds 
ordered early should be kept in glass 
jars or cellophane bags and stored in a | 
cool place until planted.

Now is the time to study the winter 
landscape picture to see how it may be 
improved.

Southern Planting Notes 


January is a good planting month 
for roses, shrubs and trees throughout 
the South and Southwest, where we 
have a long planting season. Trees 
should be planted as soon as it is prac- 
tical, to make all possible root growth 
before spring. 

Some nurseries in colder areas seem 
reluctant to ship plants into the South 
at this season. They apparently do not 
realize that our weather permits plant- 
ing all through the winter and even en- 
courages considerable growth. 

If you wish te revive some of the 
spirit of the Old South be sure to get 
gardenias, banana-shrubs (Mi- 
chelia fuscata), and sweet olive (Olea 
fragrans) into your shrubbery plant- 
ing. All three are deliciously fragrant. 
The sweet olive will begin flowering in 
October and will bloom every warm 
spell until spring. 

In the Rio Grande Valley, New Or- 
leans and Florida you may plant hardy 
annuals but you had 
better wait until next month. Most will 
lie dormant until the weather warms 
up a bit, and many will have 
been lost from washing rains. You can 
improve your soil, however, by spading 
now and leaving it in the rough. Freez- 
ing will improve its texture and kill 
countless insect eggs and larvae. 

Though we will plant few seeds this 
month, there are scads of bulbous 
things to go into the ground: alstroe- 
meria, amaryllis, bilibergia, butterfly- 
lily, day-lily, ginger-lily, muscari and 
ornithogalum may be planted now. 

At this season leaves of pot-grown 
poinsettias yellow and fall. Put them 
where they will not freeze, give a little 
water every three or four weeks and 
let remain until spring: then repot and 
prune severely.

daffodils, hyacinths and tulips that have 
finished blooming. ; 

January is a hard month on most 
house plants. Try to give the light- 
lovers all the light you can. Clean the 
foliage of ficus, ferns, philodendrons 
and such by dipping in slightly soapy 
water. 

In case of severe freezes do not be 
in a hurry to remove damaged wood 
from shrubs and trees. In a few weeks 
the color of the bark will show just how 
much wood has been killed. 

In the Rio Grande Valley, in the 
vicinity of New Orleans and in Florida 
perennials with sufficient growth may 
be separated and replanted. Gerberas 
and stokesia are splendid low-growing 
perennials for the Deep South. 


Trees and Shrubs 


In the South we must consider 
shrubs and trees that will stand up well 


during long dry seasons and also give | 
an abundance of lively color. Such are | 


the barberry, gold-dust aucuba, nandina, 
purple-leaf plum. Photinia glabra and 


other species with red, yellow or pur- | 


ple leaves. They give nice contrast 
when planted with evergreens and other 
species with dark green foliage. 

In and around New Orleans, along 
the Gulf Coast and in Florida a plant- 
ing of gladiolus may be made this 
month. In the same zone you may 
prune, late in the month, althea, butter- 


fly-bush, crape-myrtle, hydrangea, Par- 
kinsonia, plumbago and willows. North 
of this belt, you'd better wait until next 
month.”

Some Rose Pointers 


Last June FLOWER GROWER gave 
you a complete roundup of the 1955 
All-America roses: Tiffany, Queen 
Elizabeth and Jiminy Cricket. These 
varieties belong in the garden of every 
rose fancier. Also featured in this 
roundup were the champions of pre- 
vious years. Don’t overlook Fashion, 
Sutter’s Gold, Charlotte Armstrong, 
San Fernando and many of the other 
fine varieties. Carrousel is another va- 
riety you don’t want to miss. One of 
the best red floribundas, it won a Gold 
Certificate from the American Rose 
Society last fall. 

When planting roses in the West, it’s 
important to set the roses high; don’t 
bury bud unions 2 inches below the 
soil level unless you live east of the 
Cascades or in an area where the 
ground freezes. Instead, set the bud 
union either level with the ground or 
slightly higher. 

Here is some advice for those who 
live in the Southwest or other areas 
where dry winds are prevalent at this 
time of year. January, February and 
March are often the critical months for 
newly planted roses, fruit trees and 
shrubs. When these plants were dug 
at the nursery they lost part of their 
root system. Therefore, to prevent 
dessication, the plants should: be sup- 
plied with water until new feeder roots 
develop. 


Better Peaches 


In the mild-wintered climate of 
Southern California (and the Hawaiian 
Islands, also) varieties of peaches which 
have developed in cooler areas cannot 
be depended upon for regular crops. 
These varieties need prolonged periods 
of winter cold to set a good crop. There

Build a set 
of three 
nested flats 


NE OF MY BIG PROBLEMS is finding 
QO enough storage room for all my 
garden tools and equipment. 
Heading the list of those “bulky things 
I’m always trying to find room for” are 
flats. 

The regular florist-sized flats are a 
little too large for my small coldframe. 
Since I usually don't start too many 
seeds of the same kind, I decided to 
make my own flats—not as large as the 
regular flats and in graduated sizes so 
one would fit inside the other. 

My three nested flats are not the 
fanciest in the world. They were made 
out of scrap wood and put together in 
one evening. The two ends are of %4- 
inch stock and the two sides and bot- 
tom '2 inch. The largest flat is 16 by 
24 inches, the second 14 by 22 inches 
and the smallest 12 by 20 inches. You

can, of course, make even more by 
simply reducing the side and end lengths 
by 2 inches each time. All of my flats 
are the standard 3 inches deep. 

The entire construction can be ac- 
complished very easily with hand tools; 
all you need are a saw and a hammer. 
A plane is helpful in smoothing off the 
rough edges and may prevent your 
getting a few splinters during the year. 
I speeded up the procedure a little by 
using a power saw; I cut both ends of 
the flat at the same time, and then both 
sides to insure their being exactly the 





same length. 
If you don’t think you're handy | 
enough with tools to make nested flats, 
you can always purchase them.—

NTIBIOTICS, ATOMIC RADIATION, 
A bormonesand even smog—are 

words that appear in the news 
every day. My first report of 1955 
should, I feel, include an account of 


some of the recent research work on 
these subjects. 


Antibiotics and Gardens 


Antibiotics received a great deal of 
attention from research workers dur- 
ing 1954. Large-scale tests have clearly 
demonstrated the great value of cer- 
tain antibiotics in controlling bacterial 
diseases of plants, especially the fire- 
blight disease of apple, pear and other 
plants in the rose family. Streptomycin 
and terramycin have given best control 
and have been’ most extensively 
studied. 

I must confess I missed the boat on 
this one. About ten years ago Dr. Ran- 
dolf Major of Merck and Company, 
Rahway, New Jersey, sent me a five- 
gram bottle of crude streptomycin for 
testing against bacterial diseases of 
plants. Lack of time prevented my 
testing the material and that bottle is 
still on my chemical shelf—unopened! 

In any case, it is now well established 
that antibiotics have a place in the 
orchardists’ medicine cabinets for dis- 
ease-control. The addition of certain 
growth regulators, such as indoleacetic 
acid, to streptomycin and terramycin in 
sprays has been found to give even bet- 
ter control of fire blight than do the 
antibiotics when used alone. 





Other Diseases Controlled 


Researchers at the New Jersey Agri- 
cultural Experiment Station recently 
secured control of the bacterial blight 
disease of chrysanthemums ty dipping 
cuttings in a solution containing 50 
parts of streptomycin in one million 
parts of water. The same antibiotic has 
been reported as effective for the bac- 
terial wilt disease of carnations.

PLANT PATHOLOGIST, NEW YORK BOTANICAL GARDEN 


My friend, Dr. G. E. Jorgenson of 
Clermont, Iowa, recently described his 
experiences with antibiotics in rose cul- 
ture. Although his tests were largely 
exploratory, he obtained more vigorous 
growth and more flowers when the soil 
was treated with one part of terramy- 
cin in a million parts of water (a 50- 
mg. capsule in 12 gallons of water). 
From June first to mid-August, after 
every heavy rainfall, one quart of this 
solution was applied to the soil over- 
laying the root system of each rose 
plant. During prolonged dry spells it 
was applied every thirty days. 

According to Dr. Jorgenson, the 
roses subjected to the antibiotic reg- 
imen also required adequate quantities 
of basic and trace elements along with 
increased quantities of vitamin B. He 
found that the best results came from 
foliage applications of these nutrients 
with the high analysis plant food Ra- 
Pid-Gro. 

Here is what Dr. Jorgenson wrote on 
the disease control: “With regard to 
disease-control, it was observed early in 
the season that inroads of blackspot 
were not in any manner as severe in the 
shrubs treated with antibiotics but not 
with chemical fungicides, as they were 
in the control specimen protected by 
usual routine chemical measures. In 
other words, while blackspot was not 
entirely abated, it was sufficiently re- 
tarded to offer a sharp contrast to 
shrubs protected only by a copper-sul- 
fur routine.” 

The most encouraging results secured 
with antibiotics thus far have spurred 
research in all parts of the world. Even 
the well-known, highly destructive 
chestnut blight fungus may some day 
be brought under control with antibi- 
Otics! 

Dr. Mihailo Krstic, forest patholo- 
gist at the Forest Research Institute, 
Belgrade, Yugoslavia, whom I had the 
pleasure of meeting recently, reported 
that several fungi and bacteria pro- 
duced substances‘ capable of inhibiting 


the growth of the chestnut blight fun- 
gus, Endothia parasitica, in culture. 

The metabolic fluids of both Penicil- 
lium rubrum and Bacillus subtilis com- 
pletely inhibited the germination of 
spores of the blight fungus. Dr. Krstic 
feels that further tests are desirable in 
order to study the role of these sub- 
stances in inhibiting the spread of En- 
dothia parasitica under natural con- 
ditions. 

A former graduate student of mine, 
Di. T. C. Joseph of South India, re- 
cently reported that metabolic prod- 
ucts of two species of penicillium 
inhibited the development of the crown 
rot fungus, Sclerotium delphini, both 
in laboratory cultures and garden soil. 
As many gardeners know, the crown 
rot fungus spells sudden death to many 
herbaceous plants, particularly  del- 
phinium. 

Other scientists have also reported 
that the use of fungous extracts in 
soils significantly reduced the severity 
of disease caused by parasitic fungi 
closely related to the crown rot fungus. 
It is to be hoped that this phase of in- 
vestigation will be pursued vigorously, 
because at present we have no good 
control for soil-infesting diseases such 
as crown rot. 


Antibiotics and Viruses 


Even virus diseases of plants may 
soon be combated with antibiotics. A 
Merck chemist recently reported that 
an antibiotic produced by a species of 
a microscopic plant, nocardia, mark- 
edly inhibited the production of local 
lesions, as well as systemic infections, 
caused by the bean mosaic virus and the 
tobacco mosaic virus in healthy plants. 

It appears that the antibiotic inter- 
fered with the reproduction of the virus 
in the host rather than with the virus 
itself. The virus infections were in- 
hibited when the sprays of the anti- 
biotic were applied to the leaves begin- 
ning one hour or one day after 








inoculations, as well as when sprays 
were applied for several days before 
inoculation. 

Plant virus inhibitors are apparently 
more common than most people realize. 
In addition to being present in many 
species of fungi and bacteria, they also 
occur in higher plants. Pokeweed, car- 
nations, cucumbers and peppers, for ex- 
ample, all contain substances known to 
inhibit plant virus development. 


Crabgrass Control 


About a year ago I wrote in this 
column about Crag Herbicide No. 1 
and how it controlled weeds in beds of 
established vegetables such as aspara- 
gus, corn, lima and snap beans, and in 
beds of small fruits such as strawberries 
and raspberries.

All gardeners who take pride in their 
lawns, as well as those who are always 
striving for a beautiful lawn, will wel- 
come the announcement about the new 
lawn fertilizer, Golden Vigoro, which 
will be available this spring. The manu- 
facturer makes two important claims 
for this product: (1) It is non-burning 
no matter what the weather and grass 
conditions are, when used at the rate 
of 3 pounds per 100 square feet; (2) 
a single application in spring will carry 


the lawn through the summer. Nitro- 
gen in the new mixture is said to be 
released slowly over a 14-week period. 


Foliar Feeding 


More nutrients will enter the leaves 
when cane sugar is added to fertilizers 
applied as foliar sprays. This interesting 
observation was reported by F. G. Gus- 
tafson of the University of Michigan 
who used radioactive tracer techniques 
in his Foliar sprays with 
added sugar are also absorbed by the 
leaves when applied in the dark. 

The same investigator also studied 
the rapidity of absorption of materials 
via the leaves. Cobalt 60 in the form 
of cobalt chloride was applied to the 
primary leaf of 3-week-old bean plants. 
Cobalt was present in all parts of the 
plant two hours after its application.

Atomic Radiations and Plants 


Atomic radiations may some day be 
useful in prolonging the storage period 


of many perishable plant products. Bi- 
ologists at the Brookhaven National 
Laboratory recently reported, for ex- 


ample, that exposing potato tubers to 
nuclear radiation improves their stor- 
age qualities. Potatoes exposed to 


medium doses of gamma rays from co- 
balt 60 showed no sprouting or soften- 
ing for as long as eighteen months after 
treatment. The dosage given was much 
weaker than that required to destroy 
bacteria and therefore the better keep- 
ing qualities were not due to steriliza- 
tion. It is believed that the treatment 
preserves the tubers by slowing down 
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the normal physiological processes. The 
taste and texture of gamma ray-treated 
potatoes were unchanged. 

At present one manufacturer is toy- 
ing with the possibility of building a 
gamma ray machine for irradiating 
potatoes and renting it to potato grow- 
ers on a daily basis. 

Brookhaven biologists also 
that coniferous evergreens are 
cially sensitive to gamma rays. 
of the buds followed by a dying back 
of the shoots from the tip, with the 
needles turning brown and falling pre- 
maturely, are the characteristic effects 
on conifers. Of the numerous plants 
tested, yews were found to be most 
sensitive to the gamma radiation while

Hormone Sprays 


A new chemical (sold under the 
trade name Duraset) for increasing the 
fruit set on tomatoes, lima beans and 
peppers may be available this spring. 
Last year I used it on tomatoes in my 
experimental garden and_ obtained 
nearly twice as many fruits from plants 
sprayed several times as compared with 
untreated plants. Although the mode 
of action is still obscure, it is known to 
be systemic; that is, it travels through 
the plant and retards abscission forma- 
tion. The formation of an abscission 
layer at the base of the flower stem 
causes the flower to drop off before the 
fruit is set. 

Hormone sprays to delay flowering 


on deciduous fruit trees are now being 
used with excellent results in some 
West Coast orchards. By delaying 


blooming for 7 to 10 days, they greatly 
reduce the possibility of frost damage 
and in addition reduce orchard heating 
(smudge pot) costs. 


Weed-Free Mulches for 
Strawberries 


Anyone with a strawberry patch soon 
finds that the only way to keep this 
highly desirable crop in production for 
more than a year or two is to control 
weeds completely and to mulch the 
beds each fall. Of course, chemical 
weed killers are available for combat- 
ing the weeds, but no good substitute 
for straw mulches has yet been 
veloped. 

The trouble with straw mulches, how- 
ever, is that they contain seeds of grain, 
ragweed, dock, quackgrass and other 
weeds which germinate and soon choke 
out the strawberry plants. As a result 
of some recent research, it is now possi- 
ble to treat bales of straw with a fumi- 
gant, Dowfume MC-2, to destroy all 
seeds in the straw before it is applied. 
A one-pound can of Dowfume MC-2 
will treat four bales of straw. The bales

Turf experts have sometimes been 
at a loss to explain the yellowing and/or 
dieback of the blades in golf greens and 
other fine turf areas. Now the nema- 
tologists at the Rhode Island Experi- 
ment Station advise us that several 
species of plant parasitic nematodes 
(microscopic eelworms) occur in fine 
turf areas where unexplained diseases 
occur. 

Formerly it was also believed that 
plant parasitic nematodes were unim- 
portant as disease producers on out- 
door plants in the colder areas of the 
United States. The Rhode Island re- 
searchers believe this idea is no longer 
tenable and that soil inhabiting nema- 
todes are important plant disease agents 
even in the more northerly parts of our 
country.

Arranges 
Roses in Glass 


Note to FLOWER GROWER Readers: This is the first of a new 
series, the Arrangement Scrapbook. Every month you will find 
an arrangement idea—on containers, on favorite flowers, on 
how to use flowers in the home, in church. You will find reports 
on trends and articles on how to make prize-winning arrange- 
ments. Some will be major features, others, picture ideas to 
clip and save. 

We take special pleasure in introducing Edna Whitsitt of 
Scarsdale, New York, as the first contributor to our series. 
Mrs. Whitsitt, author of Reses and Home Flower Arranging, 
is known to many of our readers for her lectures and demonstra- 
tions on flower arrangement. In the following months, our 
Flower Arrangement Editor, Marget Cochrane Cole, will present 


other outstanding arrangers. (See page 95.) 


THERE WAS A TIME not so long ago when the lady of the house 
picked roses from her garden, then went happily off to her pantry in 
search of a silver or crystal container in which to arrange them. To put 
roses in anything else was unheard of! Fortunately, we are now free 
from such binding rules and taboos. Our better understanding of textures 
has permitted us to enjoy our roses in numerous types of containers, in- 
cluding polished wood, bronze, pottery or porcelain. 

The important thing to keep in mind is that roses, perhaps more than 
any other flower, possess elegance. While we can experiment success- 
fully with many types of containers that reflect the same elegance, it is a 
pleasure to return to the roses-in-glass tradition. The fine heavy crystal 
of Steuben, shown on the opposite page, as well as other fine pieces of 
glassware, are all truly worthy containers for the aristocrat of flowers. 

Flowers arranged in a glass container, whether roses or other flowers, 
present several mechanical problems peculiar to the transparent con- 
tainer. With the opaque vase, any mechanics the arranger elects to use 
in holding the plant material is her own business; and as long as these 
so-called “mechanics” do not show, all is well. But not so in crystal. 
Leaves and stems below the water line not only are seen; they are mag- 
nified. So the arranger may as well face the fact that she must now create 
a beautiful picture below, as weli as above, the water line. 

The low-bowl type of container seems the most simple [SEE PAGE 96} 


JIMINY CRICKET is a jaunty rose— 

whether arranged in a glass container as 
here or planted in groups of three or more 
plants in the garden. An All-America Selec- 
ticn for 1955, this floribunda is a gay blend 
of coral, rose, tangerine, red and orange. It 
will eventually reach a height of 4 feet, form- 
ing a vigorous, full bush which will bear 
flowers from June until late fall. All flori- 
bunda roses are made-to-order for flower 
arrangers because they offer an almost con- 
stant source for full flower or bud material. 


GOLDEN MASTERPIECE has the essence 

of elegance which Edna Whitsitt attributes 
to roses. The glass container, though simple 
enough in design, is the perfect container for 
this rose and arrangemént. The curve of rose 
foliage, so important to the design, is part of 
the shoot from a climber rose. (Note to be- 
ginners: climbers, and all vines for that mat- 
ter, are always possible sources for odd-shaped 
stems for arrangements.) Golden Masterpiece 
is a hybrid tea and one of the largest-flowered 
roses of recent introduction. 


SIREN is one of the brightest floribunda 
“ roses yet introduced. Its fiery scarlet 
flowers are in striking contrast to the cool 
glass container, yet both, through the skill 
of the arranger, are in perfect harmony to 
each other. Siren, though, is one rose which 
must be planted with care in the existing 
landscape. It is truly a fireman red and 
should be planted in drifts by itself, or with 
other white floribundas. Or plan a border 
planting of Siren with an accent edging of 
the white annual, sweet alyssum. 


RUBATYAT in a tall, wide-necked con- 

tainer, is yet another example why all 
lovers of roses should be pleased at the re- 
turn to the roses-in-glass tradition. Note how 
the pattern made by the rose stems in the 
clear vase contributes to the arrangement’s 
design as a whole. The water in the container, 
as Mrs. Whitsitt points out, must be spark- 
ing clear. The hybrid tea, Rubaiyat, a regal 
rose for a no less regal vase, was an All- 
America Selection in 1947. Its flowers are 
large and fragrant, its foliage, a dark green.

Grow roses and you have a 











garden! Plant them along 


OSES ARE BEAUTIFUL. Everyone likes them for their 
color and fragrance and as there are types for every 
purpose no garden need be without them. In fact, a 

good rose is practically a garden in itself. Some are lusty 
growers to be used boldly in the landscape; others are 
refined to be used delicately. 

Climbing roses may be trained on trellises to accent 
doorways or on an arbor to shield an intimate garden 
spot where their color and fragrance may be thoroughly 
appreciated. On a fence they form a practical yet neigh- 
borly property-line barrier. Try them as an enclosure for a 
garden if you want to conserve ground space, or simply 
train one bush against your house near a window so its 
flowers’ fragrance may be enjoyed. Climbers are rampant 
growers that require training in direct contrast to the 
floribunda types that are scaled for more intimate spots. 

Floribundas and polyanthas are graceful plants with a 
soft outline that adapts them to massing. Consider them as 
facing plants for taller shrubs. Certainly their constant 
color display entitles them to a position of prominence. 


They add brightness to a foundation planting but are not. 


so blatant as to detract from the architecture of the house. 
Lined along a path they are a subtle way of saying “keep 
off the lawn.” There is something about floribundas that 
makes them completely at home along the top of a retain- 
ing wall. The color range is so full that a garden may be 


devoted exclusively to them. You will find floribundas ap- 
propriate for colonial gardens and modern plantings, too. 

For fragile beauty could anything surpass the new mini- 
ature roses? Many people find their fine foliage as intrigu- 
ing as the tiny flowers that cover the plants. Excellent for 
edging flower borders, they become conversation pieces as 
pot plants on a terrace. 

The rose species are used as you would any other flow- 
ering shrub. Group them together at the corners of a prop- 
erty or combine them with other shrubs. The so-called 
old-fashioned roses are found in this group. Many pro- 
duce colorful apple-like hips that persist through the winter 
and remind us that the apple belongs to the rose family. 

Rambler roses are similar to climbers and may be used 
in the same manner. They require more confining and 
the runners have a tendency to creep along the ground, 
taking root as they go. For this reason they are useful! 
ground covers, and the most well-known for this purpose 
is Rosa wichuraiana (the memorial rose) that does very 
well in controlling erosion on embankments. It does not 
need good soil. Its yellow-green branches look well dur- 
ing the winter. The rose garden at the United Nations in 
New York is devoted to hybrid teas, floribundas, tree roses, 
climbers and pillars, but the memorial rose, humble as it 
may be, finds itself used as a ground cover for a formal 
patterned garden to the south of the secretariat building. 


or use them as an accent 


HE PHOTOGRAPHS ON THE OPPOSITE PAGE show four 

ways that you can use roses to advantage. Their 

color value is unparalleled. New insecticides, concen- 
rated fertilizers, and hybridizing for plant vigor have 
brought rose growing within the reach of everyone. 

See how Fashion, the popular coral-pink floribunda, 
nestles in a stone plant weli, an architectural feature of 
many modern houses. The floribundas solve the planting 
problem these wells present. Evergreen boughs inserted 
among the roses during the winter afford protectisa to 
the roses and at the same time keep the plant well looking 
interesting while the roses are dormant. Even in colder 
climates, you can expect six months of interest from this 
wonderful group of roses—from the time the new leaves 
break out in early spring until the last leaf is killed by 
late winter frosts. They bloom constantly throughout the 
summer. 

A stone wall provides a perfect foil for the group of 
floribundas at its base interspersed with perennials se- 
lected for careful color harmony. This low stone wall sep- 
arates a lawn area from a formal garden, and tree roses 
planted at regular intervals down its entire length provide 
an old-world feeling going back to the formality of the 
gardens of Versailles. Suct an association with the past is 
not beyond the realm of small properties. What can be 
more effective than the use of roses, which have been

known and loved throughout time, in linking the past 
with the presen’ in our garden planning? 

What better way to obtain a living fence than to grow 
some of today’s wonderful rose climbers against a lattice 
trellis, as in the photograph opposite. For contrast, non- 
climbing roses have been planted in front of the climbers. 
Floribundas are excellent for this purpose as are many 
hybrid teas and the new rose class, grandifloras. Queen 
Elizabeth has reigned alone in this group but is being 
joined this spring by at least two new varieties, Roundelay 
and Buccaneer. When planning such a trellis wall, don’t 
overlook further color accents to be achieved with annual 
and perennial plants. Here violas, to introduce splashes of 
purple, have been used. 

One of the best ways to enjoy roses to the fullest extent 
is to live with them! What with patios and terraces, all 
within the possibility of every home owner today, it is 
feasible to live with roses. The terrace, opposite, with its 
attractive, cool furniture, is inviting enough, but the dis- 
play of various kinds of roses gives an even warmer invita- 
tion. Again roses have been used to form a living fence, but 
a fence that is full of color and fragrance. Again, too, 
several types of roses have been combined to make an un- 
deniable garden.. Climbers, hybrid teas, floribundas, have 
all been used in a harmonious planting to make a terrace 
garden.¢

The Story of f: Hybrids 


A geneticist tells why these hybrids are so outstanding 


by PHILIP JONES 


Belt section of our great Midwest, I’m sure you've 
seen signs reading something like “DeKalb Hybrid 
No. 873,” or “Pfister Hybrid No. 473,” standing adja- 
cent to large fields of the world’s finest corn. Perhaps 
you've wondered at the time why nearly all of the corn 
being grown today is F, hybrid corn—and why, within 
the last few years, new varieties of F, hybrid petunias, 
begonias, snapdragons and many vegetables are appear- 
ing in various seed catalogs. 
You needn’t look far for the answer. These new F, 


if YOU HAVE EVER TRAVELED by car through the Corn 


hybrids are vastly superior to older varieties in vigor of ° 


growth, resistance to disease, and uniformity of plant 
habit. F, hybrid flowers produce a far greater number 
of blooms over a longer period of time, while vegetables 
yield more heavily. “All very fine,” you say, “but just 
what is an F, hybrid that it should be so much better?” 

Before we dig into the answers to these questions, let’s 
observe what nature has been doing along this line for 
centuries—long before man realized that such things as 
sex and inheritance even existed in plants. If every plant 
remained exactly as it was originally created, what chance 
of survival would it have if a major change in climate 


altered its growing conditions? One of the devices that 
nature has contrived to meet situations of this sort is the 
provision for cross pollination between different kinds of 
plants (within broad family groups) by bees, moths, in- 
sects and other means. The wide assortment of crosses 
or “hybrids” thus produced gives rise to new forms of 
plants, a few of which, in later generations, will prove to 
be more adaptable to the new set of growing conditions 
by a process of “survival of the fittest.” This rather 
simplified explanation of one of nature’s marvelous pro- 
visions for the perpetuation of plant life is cited here to 
show the fundamental workings of the process that man 
stumbled onto, probably sometime in the early part of the 
eighteenth century. 

Prior to this time it is likely that our early ancestors 
were too busy securing the bare necessities of life to pay 
much attention to plants, whose only value was that of 
beauty. When early man first had time to devote to flow- 
ers, he probably transplanted entire clumps of wild- 
flowers to his dooryard. It seems only natural that he 
should have chosen the best and, in doing so, practiced 
the first plant selection in ornamentals. As time went 
on, flowers played an increasingly important part in his

everyday life as evidenced by their presence in remnants 


of early art. 

While early records of attempts to breed flowering 
plants are very meager, considerable work along this 
line had undoubtedly been done by the beginning of the 
eighteenth century. Apparently, the first authentic rec- 
ord of hybridizing flowers, however, appeared in 1717. 
This involved a cross which Thomas Fairchild had made 
between a carnation and a sweet William, and occurred 
during the period when Camerarius had demonstrated 
the existence of sex in plants. After this fact had be- 
come generally accepted, it is probable that many ama- 
teurs became engaged in some sort of breeding work with 
fiowers. The wide interest in this type of work is indi- 
cated by the development of many new varieties during 
the nineteenth century. While the work of skilled plant 
breeders, thoroughly trained in genetics, (the science of 
heredity based upon the laws discovered by Gregor Men- 
del), is reponsible for today’s fine F, hybrids, many 
improved types of flowers are being produced by amateur 
breeders, most of whom work on a very small scale in a 
back-yard garden. 

Now that we have established a smattering of .he 
basic assumptions and facts concerning the discovery of 
sex in plants, let us examine one of the corn plants we 
spoke about in our opening paragraph. The ears of corn 
contain the kernels or, more properly known, the ovules, 
which are the female reproductive cells. To each ovule 
is attached one “silk” or style, ending in the stigma which 
is the tip of the silk exposed to the air. The corn plant 
terminates its growth in the tassel. It is here that the 
anthers are borne which produce the dustlike pollen, or 
male reproductive cells. In the case of corn we see that 


the two seaes are borne on different parts of the plant 
When the pollen is ripe and fertile, the wind carries it in 
great clouds to the stigmas on the end of each silk, where 
it germinates and grows down the silk to the ovule, or 
kernel, fertilizing it and producing the seed. Because corn 
is wind-pollinated, it is important that it be planted in 
blocks rather than in single rows, since the latter method 
does not permit satisfactory pollination and results in 
many partly filled ears because of the failure of many 
silks to be dusted with pollen. 

Some other vegetables produce separate male and 
female flowers, as do some ornamentals. The ordinary 
fibrous-rooted begonia, common in florists’ shops and 
greenhouses, is an example of this type. However, most 
ornamentals carry both sexes in the same flower. This is 
true of petunias, and since petunias are probably the 
most popular garden annual being grown today, and 
because any list of “who’s who” in petunias contains 
some very fine F, hybrid varieties, we will discuss this 
versatile plant in some detail. 

A glance at nearly any flower seed catalog will reveal 
the wide assortment of colors and types of petunias with 
which the gardener can grace his or her flower beds or 
window boxes today. Ranging in size from profuse 
blooming. single-flowered types, an inch and a _ half 
across, through the larger ruffled and fringed grandi- 
floras, up to the huge 6-inch CALIFORNIA GIANTS, and 
the strikingly beautiful fully double varieties, they em- 
brace all colors except yellow. This has not always been 
so, however. It is only within quite recent years that a 
true scarlet red has been on the market. The self- 
pollinated variety Fire Cuter was the first true red, and 
it is being rapidly replaced by the su- SEE PAGE 56

Points to remember 


in build 


EVER UNDERESTIMATE the value 

of trellises. They provide a good 

way to gain color and greenery 
in confined areas. They can be practical 
or pictorial; more often they will be 
both. Spray painting takes the chore 
out of maintaining them, and there are 
aluminum types that never need atten- 
tion at all. 

Sometimes you want your trellis to 
be as unobstrusive as possible with em- 
phasis on the vine. Here a trellis painted 
the same color as the house supports 
a vine that gives summer shade to a 
southern picture window. In fall the 
vine loses its foliage and every ounce 
of winter sun penetrates indoors. 


Before making or purchasing a trellis, 
be sure that it is nicely proportioned 
and is in scale with the feature you 
propose to enhance. See how the trellis 
at left bears a pleasing relationship to 
the chimney, while the trellis on the cen- 
ter chimney looks rather fragile and 
skimpy. The trellis at right provides a 
shelter for a garden bench, and the 
unit of bench, trellis and chimney has 
become a garden feature. Imagination 
counted more than money here.

In designing trellises keep them 
simple. Stars and crescents are chal- 
lenging winter workshop assignments, 
but such “fanciness” frequently adds 
up to nothing but mediocrity. Stick to 
squares and rectangles, perhaps a 
diamond now and then. See that the 
distance between the members is not 
too great for the vines to easily climb. 
One-foot spacing is generally maxi- 
mum. Check your lumber dealer for 
the most weather-resistant woods.

Installing your trellis is no problem. 
A low one like that shown for screen- 
ing the rubbish may be simply screwed 
to a 2- x 4-inch peg, tarred, and driven 
{nto the ground. Larger, free-standing 
trellises will need to be attached to 
4- x 4-inch posts. Construct the trellis 
in sections to fit between the posts. 


If you plan a trellis to go against a 
wood house, attach it to blocks so that 
air can circulate behind the vine. A 
hinge at the bottom block and a hook- 
eye at top enable you to drop the trellis

Plant for Permanence 


Lemonade-berry Bush 


by LESTER 


N JANUARY the first pink buds open 
on the large crowded clusters at the 
tips of Rhus integrifolia, commonly 

known as the lemonade-berry bush or 
sour-berry bush. The flowers are white, 
tinged with red. By early spring the 
ovule of each bloom will become a 
flattened, round-edged berry covered 
with pale green flesh. This soon de- 
velops into a thick and glandular cover- 
ing that turns a glistening, silvery white, 
making the shrub look as though it 
were in flower for a second time. 

This slick coat gave Rhus integri- 
folia its familiar name, lemonade- 
berry bush. By soaking the gummy 
seeds in water the California Indians 
made a tart lemonade; this is still popu- 
lar in Lower California. By early sum- 
mer the berries are as red as holly but 
this colorful stage is a short one. Flick- 
ers and thrashers are particularly fond 
of them and spread plantings by dis- 
persing seed. 

The lemonade-berry bush averages 6 
teet in height, but the size and shape, of 
course, depend on location and soil. 
It may become a small tree of 30 feet 
in which case it is not likely to be as 
wide as it is tall. The dark green leaves, 
2% inches long, are leathery and 
rather undulating. The flowers last

long in water, and the branches are so 
profuse that long blossoming ones may 
be cut. The lemonade-berry has proved 
to be the most serviceable of the seven 
rhus species native to the Pacific Coast 
due to the fact that it will grow in any 
soil and will take moisture or drought. 
Though its natural habitat is limited to 
Southern California, it grows in all 
manner of places. When cut down by 
severe frost new sprouts come from the 
basal stub. 

Give it the same treatment you give 
your garden exotics and you will have 
a healthy bush for covering banks, for 
espalier work and, if you prune it low, 
for a ground cover. Nurseries offer 
plants in gallon cans. It pays to choose 
small ones as the larger ones may be 
pot-bound. Unless planted as the rainy 
season begins, they must be watered 
until established. Pick seed before the 
birds get it. Rub off the sticky coating 
and sow outdoors right away, watering 
the seed bed, of course, if the rainy 
season has not begun. When 2 inches 
tall, move the seedlings to permanent 
places. They will have developed long, 
tap water-searching roots that enable 
them to endure long periods of drought. 
In spite of this, transplanted seedlings 
should be watered the first summer.¢

Rock Spray 


by DONALD WYMAN 


HE ROCK SPRAY HAS BECOME Gne 
of the most widely used of all 
cotoneasters, and justly so, for it 

has ornamental qualities of value to the 

gardener every season of the year. No 
cotoneasters are native to North 

America; most come from Eastern Asia. 

The rock spray (Contoneaster hori 
zontalis), probably the best known ot 
them all, is available from most nurs 
eries. 

The common name has been given 
this plant because it branches in flat 
sprays that lie gracefully on the ground 
or rocks over which it grows. Although 
the plant may grow 3 feet high, it 
usually is less. It is frequently used for 
covering steep banks on which other 
shrubs might either be too high or too 
stiff and formal. 

Though there are several low coton- 
easters suitable as ground covers, none 
are as well known or as easy to find 
in the nurseries as the rock spray. 

The flat, wide-spreading branches 
sometimes arch slightly but as they 
grow larger and longer they tend to lie 
on the ground. In very moist soil 
these may root, thus making the plant 
suited for covering the soil. 

The flowers are small and pinkish 
(about one quarter of an inch in di- 
ameter) and appear about mid-June in 
Massachusetts. The fruits are small, 
bright red berries, coloring in the early 
fall and remain conspicuous until De- 
cember. The leaves, not over a half 
inch in length, are glossy green and re- 
main on the plant in some areas long 
into the winter, giving it a semi-ever- 
green appearance. 

Propagation is chiefly by cuttings, 
either hard or softwood, which root 
easily. Seeds can be sown, too, but 
these take two years to germinate un 
less they are stratified. This is easily 
done by placing cleaned seed with a 
very little moist peat in a polyethylene 
bag. With the mouth of the bag tightly 
closed, it is placed in a room at normal 
temperatures, 60° to 85 for four 
months and then in a refrigerator for 
about three months at about 41”, after 
which the seed can be sown. A good 
percentage of it will sprout at once. 

Unfortunately cotoneasters are sus- 
ceptible to lace bug and red spider, es- 
pecially during dry summers. These can 
be kept under control by spraying with 
“4 pound of 25 per cent Lindane wet- 
table powder and % pint of Arainex in 
25 gallons of water, applied to the 
under surface of the leaves in early 
June and again about two weeks later.*

How to Use Texture 


in Garden Building 


by JOHN R. REBHAN 


Some plants look delicate and fine, others appear bold and coarse; and 
drives, walks and even garden steps look rugged or refined depending 
upon the smoothness or roughness of their surfaces. This sensc of tex- 
ture is almost an unconscious thing, but in garden building it can be 
as vital to a good composition as the careful use of line, form and 
color. Think of texture when you build and plant. The photographs here 
show what is meant by texture and ways it can be used to good advantage. 


STONES AND GRAVEL 
may be used in many ways to 
lend a _ textural interest to 
your property. This stone 
gutter makes a rough, heavy- 
looking border for a_ fine 
gravel driveway. The combi- 
nation of materials is pleas- 
ing. Consider texture care- 
fully when you use building

materials. Rough — surfaces 
tend to make the object you 
build seem smaller, and 


smooth surfaces to make it 
seem larger. The rough tex- 
ture of this gutter, for ex- 
ample, would make the drive 
look more narrow than it ts.

looking in themselves but it is 
how close you set them to- 
gether that determines the tex 
tural effect of the feature you 
build. Wide spacing, as here, 
makes a rough-looking path 
If the bricks were set close to- 
gether, the path’s surface 
would appear smooth. In the 
same way, cut-flagstone in a 
terrace gives a smooth effect, 
and broken pieces set far 
apart have a rough and bold 
appearance. In general, 
smooth ground surfaces have 
a unifying effect—a smooth- 
looking lawn or terrace seems 
to pull the objects around it 
into a unified composition. 





CONCRETE has become one of the most use- 
ful construction materials in gardens today 
because we have found how to use it for 
textural interest. It can be made to look 
smooth or rough, depending upon the type 
of aggregate used in it. Here smooth concrete 
slabs are laid in a geometric pattern making 
an off-street parking area at the entrance to a 
contemporary house in the south of Florida.

FROM PAGE 51|_ perior F, 
in growth and quantity of flowers. 
But we're getting a bit ahead of our 
story. Where did the first petunias 
come from, and when did they become 
popular? The ancestors of our mod- 
ern varieties are reported to have arisen 
out of a cross between the wild petunia 
species Petunia axillaris and P. violacea, 


both of which are natives of Argen- 
tina. Even so, the first petunia varieties 


were rather dull in color—mostly in 
shades of pale lavender and magenta, 
and certainly they weren't very popu- 
lar in the early part of the present cen- 
tury. It remained for Theodosia Shep- 
pard, working as a hobbyist in her 
garden in Southern California, to de- 
velop the first of the large, colorful 
grandifloras, CALIFORNIA GIANTS, and 
doubles, that comprised the forebears 
of today’s wonderful varieties. 

Since most of the world’s commercial 
flower seed production, prior to the first 
World War, was centralized in Europe, 
and much of it in Germany, it was only 
natural that skilled German plant 
breeders originated most, if not all, of 
the varieties which started the petunia 
well along the road to popularity in the 
years immediately preceding and subse- 
quent to the first war. A few of these 
varieties, notably ADMIRAL, LACE VEIL, 
Rose OF HEAVEN and CELESTIAL ROSE 
are still rather widely grown. The last- 
named variety was introduced to the 
American trade in 1934 by George J. 
Ball, and became the largest selling 
petunia of all time. 

F, hybrids were still a thing of the 
future, and all of the varieties we've 
been discussing were “inbred,” or self- 
pollinated kinds. Recalling that pe- 
tunias produce both sexes in the same 
flower, you will see this was a compara- 
tively simple matter. If you will care- 
fully tear apart a newly opened petunia 
flower, you can observe the five male 
stamens with their anthers of white or 
bluish pollen, surrounding the female 
pistil surmounted by its sticky stigma 
and the ovary containing the tiny ovules 
at its base. 

If the pollen of this flower is applied 
to its own stigma, and seeds are thus 
the process is referred to 


as “selfing.” or inbreeding. If the pollen 


| is applied to the stigma of an entirely 


| 
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different petunia variety, the resultant 
seed is called F, hybrid seed. and the 
plants grown from this seed are F, hy- 
brid plants. The term “F,” simply means 
“first filial generation,” or the first chil- 
dren of the parent generation. In either 
“selfing” or cross pollinating, the plant 
breeder must be sure that only the 
wanted pollen reaches the stigma. In 
both cases the plant is usually protected 
by a cage covered with finely screened

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material, such as cheesecloth or Saran 
screening; or the individual flowers to 
be used are covered with a suitable 
small paper bag or glassine envelope 
before the bud has opened until after 
fertilization has taken place. In this way 
stray bees and insects are kept from 
bringing unwanted pollen to the flowers. 
Since it is important to see that the 
right pollen reaches the stigma, this is 
usually done with a small water color 
brush or with the fingers. 

In cross pollinating to produce F, 
hybrids, one additional step is necessary. 
The larger petunia flower buds must 
be carefully torn open and the anthers 
removed before they have shed their 
pollen, which might result in self polli- 
nation. After a lapse of two or three 
days, pollen is applied from another 
variety. The pods usually ripen in three 
to six weeks depending on the prevail- 
ing weather. In commercial produc- 
tion F, hybrid petunia seed is normally 
produced in a screened greenhouse, or 
other measures are taken to prevent 
contamination by unwanted pollen car- 
ried by bees or insects. 

After having examined the techniques 
used in producing petunia seed, let’s re- 
turn for a moment to the earlier men- 
tioned  self-pollinated varieties like 
CELESTIAL Rose. It was this variety 
and others to follow which became the 
parents of the first F, hybrid petunias to 
appear on the market. Probably one of 
the best known of the more recent self- 
pollinated varieties was the All-America 
winner, FIRE CHIEF. It gained wide 
prominence almost overnight because it 
represented an entirely new color in 
petunias—a flashy scarlet red. But 
within three years it has been super- 
seded by the F, hybrid COMANCHE, 
which uses FIRE CHIEF as a parent. 

What is the secret something that 
makes COMANCHE so much better than 
its parent, Fire CHiEF? Plant breeding 
science still doesn’t have the full an- 
swer. We know that COMANCHE is su- 
perior to FIRE CHIEF in its greater 
vigor, faster growth rate and profusion 
of blooms, but what makes these things 
facts? We only know that when two 
petunias have been closely inbred for 
several generations and then crossed 
with each other a remarkable stimula- 
tion takes place which we call hybrid 
vigor, or “heterosis.” Someday we hope 
to know more about it. 

In addition to COMANCHE, other 
popular F, hybrids include CRUSADER, 
BALLERINA, TANGO and SILVER MEDAL. 
New ones for 1955 are APACHE, deep 


rose; Sioux, deep salmon; PALEFACE, 
pure white; and PRIMA DONNA, extra 
large rose pink. And last, but by no 


means least, the huge, fluffy doubles are 
all F, hybrids. They’re produced by

How To Make 


Paving Blocks 





RECAST CONCRETE PAVING 

blocks can be made in your 
basement or garage during the 
winter in a form such as this.

When making a form, nail the 
2x4’s on a slight bevel so the form 
can be removed easily from the 
concrete. The bottom of the 
block will be slightly wider than 
the top. If you want a form for 
pouring several units at a time, 
build it so the dividing members 
can be removed singly. A multi- 
unit frame will not easily slide up 
over the concrete. A good size for 
precast paving blocks is 18x18 
inches and 3 to 4 inches thick. 

Use a concrete mixture of one 
part cement, two parts sand and 
three parts gravel. Before pouring, 
be sure the frame is clean and 
smooth. Coating the frame with 
old crankcase oil helps.in its easy 
removal from the concrete. The 
concrete will set in twenty-four 
hours. Then the blocks are stacked 
where they can be kept damp for a 
five- to ten-day curing period. 

Don’t trowel the surface of the 
blocks smooth, as this will make 
them too slippery in wet weather. 
Rough surfaces have a pleasing ap- 
pearance; for good textural effect 
throw pebbles or gravel on the sur- 
face before the concrete is thor- 
oughly set. Color may be added

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popular. Rebecca Northen in her book, 
Home Orchid Growing, describes it as 
a dancing doll in a beautifully swirling 
skirt. 

One of the most fascinating of all the 
orchids is, I think, the dendrobium. It 
presents a dazzling variety of colors and 
an unusual growth habit. These . are 
epiphytes that derive their nourishment 
chiefly from the atmosphere and grow 
high in trees in their native lands, the 
Himalayas through India, Burma to the 
Malay Archipelago, China, Japan, the 
Philippines, Australia and New Zealand. 

Dendrobiums are classed as_ ever- 
green and deciduous kinds. The latter 
are among the few orchids that lose 
their leaves during their dormant season 
and prior to flowering. This peculiarity 
results from their having lived for thou- 
sands of years where torrential rain is 
followed by severe drought. When we 
grow them, we must simulate this condi- 
tion; so, when their leaves reach a ter- 
mination of growth, about the middle 
of October, withhold water for a period 
of two or three months, giving only an 
occasional sprinkling to prevent the 
canes from shrinking too much. Resume 
watering when the buds begin to swell, 
and in a short time the plants will burst 
into dazzling bloom. 

I am growing several deciduous den- 
drobiums of which D. nobile is probably 
the most widely known. It has clustered 
blooms in late winter. The lip is deep 
purple bordered with white, and the 
petals and sepals are white tipped rosy 
purple. It is native to India. 

Another gorgeous member of the 
group is D. chrysanthum with brilliant 
orange blossoms from midsummer into 
fall. D. fimbriatum, a native of Nepal, 
is listed as an evergreen, but mine has 
shown deciduous habits and I treat it 
accordingly. Its variety oculatum has 
golden-yellow blooms with a very strik- 
ing and dramatic deep maroon spot in 
the throat of the lip. It blooms in 
winter and early spring. Somewhat 
similar is D. moschatum with buff or 
apricot blossoms that are beautiful 
beyond words. I might add that on 
these types the leaves grow out hori- 
zontally from greenish-yellow canes that 
look for all the world like bamboo 
stalks. D. Pierardi is another popular 
variety that blooms in February and 
March with attractive pale pink-lavender 
sepals and petals with purple striping 
on the lip. They have a fuzzy look 
that makes one think of a two-toned 
pussy willow. 

The evergreen dendrobiums come 
from the Philippines and parts of India 
and China. They retain their leaves 
all year round and do not need a 
drying-off period. They do need warm 
temperatures and abundant moisture at 
all times. 

Because they are on the unpredictable 
side, growing dendrobiums is an adven-

They seem to make their own 
rules rather than to follow rigid behavior 
patterns like most orchids. They will 
amaze you by doing the unexpected. 
Sometimes they will bloom several times 
ina year. They keep you guessing and 
are a constant challenge to your interest. 

With flowers resembling miniature 
swans, Cycnoches chlorochilon, the 
swan orchid, is beginning to capture the 
attention of many. Its flowers are often 
a gold-green or yellow, sometimes 
brown or red, and have an exquisite 
grace. Its native home is Tropical 
America where it blooms from July to 
December. The foliage, resembling a 
palm leaf is unique among orchids. 

An interesting plant that I have 
recently acquired is Vanilla planifolia, 
the orchid from whose seed vanilla 
flavoring is derived. A native of Tropi- 
| cal America, it is a vine that grows 40 
feet in its wild state. Train it on a totem 
philoden- 
dron. It is beautiful even when not in 
bloom as the foliage has an attractive 
succulent appearance. It is just one of 
the many exciting types that make 
orchid growing so rewarding.

Greenhouse 


by ERNEST CHABOT 


ANY A GARDENER who is getting 
M impatient for the long, bleak 

winter to pass is planning to 
build a greenhouse. As he considers 
the site and arrangements, he also 
dreams of flowers and fresh vegetables 
all the year and stocky vegetable and 
bedding plants by the thousands for next 
spring’s planting. 

Greenhouses are now easier than ever 
to put up since it is only a matter of 
assembling the knocked-down parts. 
There is no drilling, cutting or fitting at 
the site. The glass is already glazed and 
cut to size. At one time masonry walls 
were the most difficult parts of the 
greenhouse to build, but now kits are 
available that enable you to put up walls

easily at any time of the year. All 
that’s needed is a little cement for post- 
hole fittings and piers. The greenhouse 
sills are set on steel posts. The siding 
may be made.of redwood, translucent 
plastic (fibre glass), asbestos board, 
plywood or shingles. 

These new greenhouses are tight and 
maintenance-free. This, plus automatic 
heating and ventilation systems, make 
gardening under glass carefree through- 
out the year. 


Here are a few timely tips for green- 
house gardening: Water moderately. 
The plants’ greatest need at this time 
of year is sunlight, not water. Not only 
are these the shortest days of the year, 
but 40 to 50 per cent of them are over- 
cast.

violets and other tropical plants from 
making growth, most plants must have 
sunlight to take up moisture and nour- 
ishment. However, woody plants will 
use more water than herbaceous, and 
well-established plants more than those 
that have just been transplanted. Re- 
duce the temperature 3 
prolonged cloudy spells. 
just can’t take hard forcing this time of 
the year. Open the ventilators wide 
during bright days and just a crack at 
night if the weather is mild. 

In January the biggest part of green- 
house gardening consists of starting 
plants, either by seed or by cuttings. 
Those started from seed are listed be- 
low. 

If sown now, agathaea (also called 
blue felicia) will produce its sky-blue, 
daisy-type flowers from December to 
May. The slender, greenhouse climber, 


aristolochia, with its yellow-green blos- | 


soms, white-veined purple outside and 
purple-brown within, will bloom this 
year if seed is sown in January. Grow 
it at 55°. 


Candytuft, which should flower by 


the end of May, is an excellent cut 
flower and is one of the easiest to grow 
in the greenhouse. Valuable for mixed 
bouquets, the cornflower will produce a 


late spring crop if sown now. The blue | 


lace-flower (Didiscus caerulea) will 
bloom in April and May. 

Exacum makes attractive 4- or 5-inch 
pot plants for next fall and winter. 
Gazania, an old time favorite, with 
daisy-like, yellow or orange blooms 
that close at night, will flower in May. 
This plant should be grown at 50°. 

Gloxinias will produce more blooms 
if grown from seed. If you plan to 
grow gloxinias from tubers, starting 
them next month will be time enough. 

Seed of impatiens may be started 
now. Why not try some of the fas- 


cinating dwarf strains this year? If | 





sown very early this month, pansies will 
be blooming by April or May. Salbpi- 
glossis should also be sown early this 
month. 

If you'd like some bright-flowered 
pot plants next December, start some 
seeds of solanum. Seedlings will be 
ready for pots by March. Snapdragons, 
if sown soon, will be blooming by May.

combinations and also a quickly- 

grown house plant, the coleus or 
painted nettle is an ideal choice. Noth- 
ing is more startling than a_ bright 
window filled with them. Grown for 
their brilliant leaves, they are aptly 
named coleus, meaning “bright sheath.” 

The coleus, a shrubby annual or 
perennial herb of the mint family, is 
native to Africa and the East Indies. 
The stems are always flat sided; they 
are usually square, sometimes octagonal, 
but never round. The leaves are paired 
on plants having square stems, while 
stems with six or more sides often 
have three leaves to the joint. Plants 
with many-sided stems are fairly rare 
and can be propagated only from cut- 
tings. 

Never is the foliage on any two 
plants alike unless the plants are cut- 
tings from the same parent. Some have 
leaves with frilly, delicate teeth-like 
edges. On others the margins of the 
leaves are perfect scallops. The leaves 
of some plants are heart-shaped, others 
arrow- or strap-shaped. In size they 
range from 1 inch on the trailing va- 
riety, Coleus pumilus, to the 8- to 10-

inch leaves produced on _ specimen 
plants of the large-leaved types trained 
to one or two stems. 

The stems are luxuriantly colored, 
but the leaves are the truly spectacular 
feature of the coleus. They may be 
clear yellow or veined with green. 
Some are splotched with red, brown, 
yellow, pink, a deep bright wine—or a 
combination of all. Most have a velvety- 
sheen that makes the plant seem al- 
most iridescent, especially if caught by 
a ray of sunlight. Some leaves look 
like crumpled pieces of satin tossed by 
the wind against a thorny shrub. 


Propagation 


Coleus are easily propagated from 
cuttings or seeds. Cuttings root any 
time of the year and are best made from 
new rather than hardened wood. With 
the large-leaved types, it is best to make 
cuttings about 4 inches in length, using 
the tips of the branches, but this is not 
entirely necessary as the stem will root 
at any point at which it comes in contact 
with a rooting medium. Water or damp 
sand is a good medium. The lower leaves 
should be pinched off cuttings as they 
will deteriorate in the medium and spoil

HE FLOWER GROWER National 
Dahlia Honor Roll for 1955 ac- 
tually got under way early last 
spring. That was when dahlia hybrid- 
izers and introducers sent their new 
seedlings to FLOWER GROwER’S four 
regional judges to grow in their own 
trial gardens for observation and scor- 
ing. These are new plants, not yet on 
the market. Those that scored over 85 
or better, according to American Dahlia 
Society standards, are listed on the 
Honor Roll. 

FLOWER GROWER’S regional testers, 
all top dahlia authorities, are located in 
the heart of the four major dahlia- 
growing regions of the country: in the 
East, Lynn B. Dudley, New Rochelle, 
New York; in the South, Conrad E. 
Faust, Atlanta, Georgia; in the Mid- 
west, J. Louis Roberts, Chicago, IIli- 
nois; and on the West Coast, Richard 
T. Eddy, Encinitas, California. 

Just as varied as the locations are the 
growing conditions. Mr. Dudley re- 
ported that 1954 was: “About the worst 
growing season ever experienced, but 
we lived up to our unwritten contract of 
growing seedlings to their top level of 
perfection despite droughts, hurricanes 
(of which there were two), diseases and 
pests. It’s easy to see, then, that scoring 
and comparing the plants with existing 
varieties is the easiest part of the job.” 

Mr. Faust in the South had to con- 
tend with extreme heat, dry weather 
and watering restrictions. This had a 
marked effect on the [SEE PAGE 83] 





Types and Sizes 


@In the listing of Honor Roll 
dahlias, the flower size classifica- 
tions used are those of the Ameri- 
can Dahlia Society. They are: 
large, “A,” more than 8 inches 
wide; medium, “B,” 4 to 8 inches; 
and miniature, less than 4 
inches. In each size, the main 
type classifications are cactus, 
semi-cactus, formal and _ infor- 
mal decoratives. Cactus varieties 
have tubular or rolled petals. For- 
mal decoratives have flatter 
(wider), more regularly arranged 
petals, and informal decoratives 
have flat, irregularly arranged 
petals.

“Some blooms were delayed as much as 


thirty days.” This seemed to be the gen- 
eral story throughout his section. He 
also noticed that the blooms were not 
as large and outstanding as in previous 
shows, but a representative showing was 
always presented. 

The Midwest tester, Mr. Roberts, re- 
vealed: “The dahlia shows were filled 
with nice flowers despite the fact that 
the Chicago area had many 90° or over 
days this year. All this before the flood 
that hit the city and surrounding ter- 
ritory in early October! Some dahlia 
growers lost all their stock, but for- 
tunately my garden was not affected.” 

It goes without saying that the 
FLOWER GROWER judges travel exten- 
sively tc dahlia shows and American 
Dahlia Society Trial Grounds to see 
these seedlings in other places as well 
as their own gardens. Mr. Dudley 
traveled 4,253 miles to nine shows, 
three A.D.S. Trial Grounds and count- 
less private gardens. Mr. Faust toured 
some 2,500 miles.

In the listing, you will notice that the 
East leads in the number of Honor Roll 
dahlias. The main reason for this is 
that Mr. Dudley received many more 
dahlias for testing than did his col- 
leagues. This year he tested 152 seed- 
lings from 70 originators—55 made the 
Honor Roll. In the South, Mr. Faust 
tested 83—13 were worthy of Honor 
Roll listing. Mr. Roberts grew 67 seed- 
lings in his Midwest trial garden—13 
made the grade. On the West Coast 
Mr. Eddy found 19 among those he 
tested that scored over 85 points. It 
should be noted that a grower may send 
his seedlings to any one, several or all 
four regional judges. 

All of the dahlias listed are worthy 
of Honor Roll recognition and each 
one should please many gardeners. Be- 
cause there are so many tastes and 
preferences, not all gardeners will want 
all of them. However, in the list, the | 
judges feel that you will find dahlias 
that will be a welcome addition to any 
garden—and ones that will win at 
shows.

Past and Future 


S WE APPROACH 1955 dare we take 
A one backward glance at flower ar- 
rangement style trends in 1954? 
From Boston to Texas, Victorian held 
top place in the exhibitor arranger’s 
choice of style. Schedules gave oppor- 
tunity for arrangers to bring out the 
metal lamp base and to gather together 
beautiful flowers, tuberoses, summers 
hyacinths, fuchsias, carnations, Pink 
Perfection camellias. The luscious, se- 
cure-looking designs which were ex- 
hibited reminded us all of an era of 
complacent, comfortable family life. 
Leaders in other fields of design have 
noted the trend toward Victorian style. 
However. florist flower arrangers took 
an opposite plunge into painted dried 
material. They combined it with fresh 
flowers in strangely bizarre- forms. So 
we see that there has been considerable 
divergence between the style trends 
among established commercial arrang- 
ers and the hobbyist arranger. 

We can’t make a style trend predic- 
tion for 1955 but we are going to 
present a picture each month of an ar- 
rangement made by an outstanding per- 
son and by December you will be able 
to sum up the 1955 trend. We'll tell 
you something about the arranger and 
explain how, where and why the plant 
materials were combined. By present- 
ing “a flower arrangement of the 
month” FLOWER GROWER will point 
up the changes in selections of con- 
tainers from season to season. You'll 
sharpen your eyes to what’s going on in 
home decoration, in flower show ex- 
hibitions and florists’ shops as our “ar- 
rangement of the month” appears. 

January is a month for “cut flowers.” 
When cut flowers are mentioned, roses 
come into everyone's mind and so, Edna 
Whitsitt’s rose arrangements in our 
finest American glass (See page 36). 

Raphael and Rubens recorded on 
canvas beautiful rose arrangements in 
graceful glass vases. The deft handling 
of roses with their own foliage by Edna 
Whitsitt reminds us to give roses dignity 
by combining them with our most 
choice accessories.

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Arranging Roses 


[FROM PAGE 36] to use. The trusty 
needle point holder can be used and is 
easily hidden by foliage. However, if 
the depth of the bowl lets the holder 
show, the pins are magnified to the ex- 
tent of taking on a dreadful toothy 
look and, of course, ruin the whole 
arrangement. This can be avoided by 
using the cup-type holder; the solid 
wall hides the pins and is less disturb- 
ing. In starting to construct the arrange- 
ment, try placing several sets of rose 
leaves under the holder to come up 
around it and hide it. 

In the large, pedestaled bowl (shown 
in full color on page 37), the design 
pattern is a modified S-curve. The line 
material, cut from a climber, has con- 
siderable height with delicate curving 
tips. The roses selected were the lovely 
new yellow GOLDEN MASTERPIECE. The 
individual blooms, large and elegant, 
are in correct scale to the container. A 
smaller rose would have appeared 
dwarfed in such a large pieve of glass- 
ware. : 

As every arranger knows, good scale 
is obtained by so selecting and placing 
material that each individual unit ap- 
pears its real size. With the pattern 
established, it is an easy matter to place 
the roses by following the main line 
and using various stages—from bud to 
fully opened flowers. A full-blown rose 
was placed very low and close to the 
main line for two reasons: one, to give 
depth to the arrangement; two, to make 
certain the holder would be covered. 

A tall glass container is usually a part 
of every vase collection. If such a con- 
tainer has a wide neck it can hold quite 
a bouquet, if jammed, but much more 
style is achieved by creating a simple 
and beautiful arrangement. Water in 
the tall container must be scrupulously 
clean and free of bits of foliage or de- 
bris which would mar the picture. In 
my arrangement of RUBAIYAT, shown 
on page 37, sturdy stems were selected 
for underwater line. The leaves were 
neatly clipped off so that the interest- 
ing pattern of thorns would be sil- 
houetted. The roses for the arrange- 
ment were assembled in the hand and 
tied firmly with a piece of wire or 
“twister.” This grouping was then se- 
cured to the heavy stems and to the 
side of the container by a strip of 
plumbers’ lead. This pliable lead is 
easily obtained, and you will find it in- 
valuable in constructing this kind of an 
arrangement. The stems of the roses 
are in water but are cut so that they do 
not show; they are covered by the low- 
est blooms or an obliging leaf. 

For the flower arranger who is will- 
ing to spend a little additional time, the 
return to the “roses-in-glass” tradition 
is a happy home coming and a reward- 
ing experience.¢

Dwarf Oregon Asters 


@® When Professor Breithaupt of Cor- 
vallis, Oregon, originated the new Ore- 
gon-Pacific asters by crossing some of 
our tall garden varieties and a dwarf 
Oregon species, many variations in 
color, height and growth habits resulted. 
Named varieties are now coming along 
as rapidly as the unusual kinds can be 
segregated and propagated. 
CANTERBURY CARPET, One of the re- 
cent introductions, makes a little half- 
prostrate bush covered with finely di- 
vided, blue-green leaves. It is 10 inches 
high and 15 inches or more across. 
That in itself makes a pretty garden 
ornament, and when it smothers itself 
under a canopy of lovely blue asters, 
commencing in August and lasting till 
October, it’s really outstanding. Walter 
Marx Gardens, Boring, Oregon, lists it. 
VIOLET CARPET, another new aster, 
is well described by its name. Its pros- 
trate habit makes a _ splendid back- 
ground for the myriad, lovely, violet- 
blue flowers. Like all the Oregon 
hybrids, it is a prolific bloomer, hardy, 
easily grown, quite insect free and 
blooms over a long period. Wayside 
Gardens, Mentor, Ohio, has it. 


Hardy Cyclamen 


think it Reginald Farrer, the 
famous English gardener and writer, 
who once said that, “though called the 
Bread of Sows, it might more appro- 
priately have been the Food of Gods.” 
That is high praise from such a dis- 
criminating gardener, but all who have 
watched a small cyclamen corm de- 
velop through the years until it pro- 
duces literally hundreds of intriguing 
flowers, will agree with him. The 
trouble heretofore has been that we 
seldom could buy plants of the hardy 
kinds in this country and most garden- 
ers are too impatient to grow their own 
from seeds. It makes the lover of 
out-of-the-ordinary things happy, then, 
that the plants are becoming 
more plentiful in nurseries in this coun- 
try. One of the latest sources I’ve noted 
is that of J. G. Seide, who runs a rare- 
plant nursery at Marblehead, Massa- 
chusetts. Her advertisement did not say 
which kind she grows (there are more 
than a score of species), but she has a 
list of rare plants which may tell the 
story.¢
